Britain Is Facing © we 
Shortage Of Pepper 


‘ LONDON.—Pepper is so short in 
Britain that restaurants are being 
asked to go easy on it. 

A leading London pepper broker 
described the shortage as “tremen- 
dous”, 

He said one of the reasons for the 
scarcity is that political disorders in 
The Netherlands East Indies and In- 
donesia have prevented replanting of 
crops, f : 

Food manufacturers may be re- 
quired to stop using pepper substi- 
tute in sausages, pies, and spiced 
meats, The substitute is 84 per cent. 
- buckwheat, eight per’ cent. cayenne, 
five per cent, ground pepper and a 
small percentage of aromatic seed.

West Receives 
Large Amounts. 
From « Insurance 
By The .Canadian Press 
One of the steadiest flows of money 


coming into Canadian pocketbooks is 
‘that from life insurance. 


It is, too, largely “bread and but-. 


ter” ‘money — spent for necessities, 
and so goes. into the most basic 
things of :a country’s life: Food, 
clothing, housing, education. . 
While a large portion of it goes 
to support dependents after. the 
death .of a .policy-holder, more .than 
half goes to the living policy-holder 
often to support his or her income in 
later years. ie : 
In the first nine months of this 
year, for instance, Canadian families 
were paid more than $154,937,000 by 
the 50-odd Canadian, British and 
United States life insurance compan- 
ies operating here. ; 
- Of this, about $59,/800,000).was,in 
death payments, and some .$95,480,- 
000. in payments to living policy hold- 
ers. : 


In Saskatchewan $1,417,175 ‘was 


paid out in death claims on 629 ordi-| 


nary policies; $33,100 on 125 indus- 
trial policies; and $104,338 on 75 
group certificates. ‘Total death claim. 
payments in Saskatchewan were $1,- 
554,613 on 829 policies. The average 
death claim in Saskatchewan was ap- 
proximately $1,875 compared with 
the national average of, about $1,200. 

The figures from the Canadian Life 
Insurance Officers association, give 
the death payments by provinces, in 
the nine months, as follows (number 
of policies on which death payments 
made, in brackets):

of sugar, 17,000,000 pounds of 
dried beet pulp and 8,000,000 
pounds of molasses, Company of- 
ficials say the sugar alone, when 
turned over to retail stores, will © 
bring about $3,500,000.

Check Winter 
Hazards 


This is a good time to check on ac- 
cident hazards which the cold 
weather and winter presents: 


1. Loose material should be gathered 
up around the grounds and de- 
stroyed if of no value. Sidewalks 
and platforms should be checked 
and repairs made where neces- 
sary. Where possible provision 
should be made to eliminate the 

ibility of ice forming. . 
wath: phateoritia and ‘stairs. a 

2. Ventilating systems, especially 
those in garages and automobile 
repair shops. should be given very 
close. inspection and any pipes 
damaged during the summer 
months’ repaired. Hose or metal 
tubing for attaching to exhaust 
of cars should be checked over 
and repaired. ° 


3. Oil burners should be checked and 
instructions describing the safe 
methods of lighting should be 
posted at all such equipment. 
Workmen should be warned never 
to stand directly, in front of the 
@rebox when lighting the burner, 
‘in case of flareback. Back flashes 
when lighting can be minimized 
by the installation of pilot lights 
or some other suitable safe start- 
ing device. 


4, Ice and snow slipping hazards— 
The best method is to avoid them 
by removing the snow or slush be- 
fore it forms into ice. In areas 

‘* where this is .not practicable, 
make sure that gritty materials 
are on hand for spreading over 
icy areas. Use sand, gravel, fine 
cinders or salt. To prevent abra- 
gives from being swept off by 
winds and traffic, dry sand can be 

_<mixed with sodium chloride (salt) 
or calcium chloride. ” 


5. In the operation of trucks or 
automobiles, all drivers should un- 
‘ derstand that accidents go up as 
the temperature goes down. Icy 
roads and poor visibility make re- 

“ duced speeds necessary. 


6. Falling on icy ground — When 
about to fall on icy ground, a 
person usually tries desperately 
not to fall. He contragts. his 

and limbs violently, throws 
up his arms, and falls with one 


small part of his body contacting 


the ground, His brittle bones are 
often broken. Body and limbs 
should, onthe contrary, be-relax- 
ed; the whole body ought to “un- 
fold” flexibly in the direction of 
the fall, If the feet slip on. icy 


‘pavement, the‘ relaxed body : can} 


usually “slump” fo the ground 
with the. weight distributed on 
thighs, hips and hands. In fall- 
ing forward, or to either side, 
learn, like the football player and 
the acrobat, to meet the ground 
with a slight roll, without injury.

Said Only Sure 
Milk Safeguard 


Since medical science has proven 
that raw milk can..harbor germs 
which can cause numerous crippling 
and killing diseases, it is a wonder, 
states the Health League of Canada, 
that so many people in Canada con- 
tinue to drink unpasteurized milk 
even if they consider the source of 
supply disease free and that the 
handling has been most sanitary. 

‘“Milk is a wholesome and beneficial 
food if it is pasteurized,” according 
to the Health League. “But in its’ 
raw state it can be a menace to 
health and life through such milk- 
borne .diseases as bovine tuberculosis, 
undulant fever, typhoid and para- 
typhoid fevers, septic sore throat, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and dysen- 
tery.” 

In reference to disease-free cows 
and sanitary handling, the Health 
League points out that no herd can 
be considered disease-free at all 
times. Sudden infection in one cow 
can spread rapidly even through a 
certified herd. And, even under most 
sanitary conditions of handling, viru- 
lent disease bacteria can accidently 
enter milk—from humans who do not 
realize they are carriers of certain 
disease germs, or from the air itself. 
Milk is a wonderful food, but at the 
same time it is a No. 1 culture me- 
dium for bacteria. 

“Only pasteurization can kill germs 
which get into milk; either from the 
source of supply or from the han- 
dlers,” says the Health League. 
“Therefore, pasteurized milk is the 
only safe milk.” 

The Health League says there is 
no need of consuming unpasteurized 
milk, even in areas where the com- 
mercially pasteurized product. is not 
available—or in farm homes where 
herds are considered disease-free and 
handling is sanitary—because there 
are several simple methods of home 
pasteurization which will make milk 
safe for human consumption. For 
particulars, write to the Health 
League of Canada, 111 Avenue cata 
Toronto 5, Ont.

Registered Seed 
Best For’ Crops 


Harvesting is over. 


Grain is gath- 


to lay their plans for next year’s 
crops. The first, consideration must 
be the kind.of crops to sow and the 
kind of seed tO use. More and more 
farmers are beginning to realize the 
high value to them of the use each 
year of some registered seed, for it 
is the highest quality seed obtainable. 

A few bushels of registered seed, 
sown with care on a few acres, will 
provide larger quantities for sowing 
the following year ona larger acre- 
age, which will all return to the 
farmer the original cost of seed over 
and over again in improved yields 
and in higher grades. Because of 
drought in. some areas and frost in 
others, registered seed is none too 
plentiful this year. 

Those farmers, therefore, whi are 
considering its use—and they could 
not consider the use of anything bet- 
ter—should place their orders for 
registered and certified seed with 
their elevator agents as quickly as 
possible; also.as to give seed growers 
time to know the demand and. so to 
make preparations for cleaning their 
seed, for sacking it, and having it 
sealed by government inspectors.
